Disruption of Prepara- 
tions ‘Casts Doubt’ 
on Soviet Intentions, 
President’s Letter to 


Khrushchev Says.

WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP) 
-— President Eisenhower ac- 
cused Russia today of having 
disrupted diplomatic prepara- 
tions for a summit conference. 
He said this ‘“‘cannot but cast 
doubt” on Soviet intentions to- 
ward a top level meeting. 

He made his accusation in a 
letter to Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev. The communica- 
tion paralled messages from 
leaders of Britain and France. 

The Western officials told 
Khrushchev: 

1. They consider a sum- 
mit meeting desirable if it 
would provide an opportuni- 
ty for serious East-West dis- 
cussion of major problems 
and for reaching important 
agreements. 

2. Charges by Khrushchev 
that the Western powers are 
trying to prevent a summit 
meeting by proposing un- 
acceptable issues, are un- 
warranted. Khrushchev made 
such charges in letters June 
11. 


Khrushchev Letter Cited. 

Khrushchev’s June 11 letter 
and an annex attached to it 
provided the basis for Mr. 
Eisenhower’s charge that the 
Soviet government had broken 
up diplomatic negotiations on 
a summit conference. Prior to 
June 11 those preparations had 
been under way in Moscow for 
more than a month. 

Mr, Eisenhower said the So- 
viet government is apparently 
unwilling “‘to negotiate serious- 
ly on concrete points at issue” 
in preparation for a summit 


conference. He added, however, | 


that in spite of this “the West- 
ern powers do not propose to 
abandon hepe or to relax their | 
efforts to seek solutions of the | 
major outstanding problems.” 

“If.the Soviet government is 
equally serious in pursuing | 
this goal,” Mr. Eisenhower 
said, “it will accept the pro- 
cedural proposal put wee 
by the Western powers or 
vance some equally ceeuanee 
and workable alternative.” 

The procedural proposal was 
that in meetings between West- 
ern ambassadors and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Gromyko, 
both sides should have the 
right to bring up and discuss | 
anything without either side 
having a veto.

The Adams hotel bills were 
entered as business expenses 
| by Goldfine companies, Robb 
said, The oriental rug was Car- 
ried as a business item on the 

books of Goldfine’s Sthathmore 
Woolen Mills Co., he added. 


Favors of Friendship. 


Goldfine and Adams have 
represented Goldfine’s favors 
as those of friendship. They 
have denied under oath that 
Adams used White. House influ- 
ence on federal regulatory 
agencies in Goldfine’s behalf. 

However, if the gifts are 
shown to have been written off 
as a business expense for tax 
purposes, subcommittee mem- 
bers say, that will show that 
Goldfine meant to get a busi- 
ness value in return. 

A genuine gift, made with no 
thought of getting any service 
or benefit in return, is not de- 
ductible as a business expense 
| for tax purposes. 

Today's hearing was cut 
short when subcommittee mem- 
bers were called back to the 
House for action on the foreign 
aid bill. By then Goldfine still 
| had three pages to read of a 
| 25-page opening statement. In 
_it he denied that Adams ever 
arranged preferred treatment 
for him in his companies’ diffi- 
culties with federal agencies. 

To Return Tomorrow.

The first difficulty that any 
of my mills ever had with the 
Federal Trade Commission was 
November 1953. At that time 
my son Horace, who handles 
the direction at Northfield 
Mills, Vermont, told me that a 
customer who had bought some 
of our vicuna blend cloth had 
been informed that it did not 
correspond to the description 
on the label. It had been sold 
as 90 per cent wool and 10 
vicuna. We learned that a com- 
pany called the Einiger Mills 
had made a complaint to the 
Federal Trade Commission that 
the cloth contained up to 10 
per cent nylon. 

Meeting Arranged. 

I asked my son fo try to ar- 
range a meeting with the at- 
torney for Einiger Mills, and 
the customers and their attor- 
ney. We had such a meeting on 
Nov. 9, 1953. The superintend- 
ent of our mill was also pres- 
ent, as was Mr. Tichell, a re- 


one of our management. 

Following this conference 
| Mr. Tichell and my son Horace 
went to Washington to see the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
dispose of this problem.

So far as I know we arranged 
the meeting for ourselves. 

Upon their return I was in-

Improper deduction of 
gifts as Business expenses 
would not necessarily sub- | 
ject the donor to criminal 
charges unless willful viola- 
| tion or intent to defraud the 
| Government were involved.

HE REBELLION in ,Lebanon, isolated within Leb- 

anon’s borders and shorn of its international com- 

plications, would. be no more than an uprising of 
armed bands against the government of President Ca- 
mille Chamoun. 

But the international overtones are there. The 
United Arab Republic of President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
is pressing in on the borders of Lebanon and the armed 
gangs are united in their distrust of Chamoun and in 


their Moslem faith. The rebels, estimated to have about. 


12,000 armed men, dominate virtually. the whole of Leb- 
anon’s frontier and control about a third of the coun- 
try’s territory. ! 

Falling across the-entire area is the sinister shadow 
of the Kremlin. Broadly stated, the situation resolves 
itself into the question of whether the area’s alignment 
shall be with the west or. dominated by Moscow. If 
Moscow and its satellite should establish control of this 
tiny~country on the eastern Mediterranean littoral, Eu- 
rope’s connections—economic, political and military— 
with the Middle East would be severed. — 

From such a step could come the crumbling of the 
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whole Middle East structure and the collapse of the land 
bridge between Europe, Asia and Africa. Historically, 
the course of the. world has depended upon who con- 
trolled this means of communication between the great 
land masses of the Eastern hemisphere. 

Perhaps the most important single factor in the 


access to Middle Eastern oil. Loss of the area’s oil 


would bring to Europe the bleak outlook of curtailed 
production and hardship as evidenced during the Suez 
crisis when American ships and supplies were pressed 
into service to alleviate the threat of actual suffering. 

If the Egyptian-led Arab group should swallow up 
Lebanon, it wotld be expecting too much of Iraq, Jordan 
and the Persian Gulf states, now oriented toward the 
West, to remain committed to an alliance which made 
no strenuous effort to save Lebanon.

Alaska: New Star for the Flag 


A hearty welcome to Alaska as the forty- 
ninth state! 

Almost a half century has passed since Ari- 
zona and New Mexico came into the Union 
and in this long interval the country has pret- 
ty much forgotten how to salute a new mem- 
ber. If the reception lacks anything it will 
not be either sincerity or hospitality. The 
United States is very glad to have Alaska 
come in after all these years of waiting. 

Some formalities still need to be satisfied, 
but these can be taken for granted. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's signature is as good as on 
the admission bill, The Alaskan Governor's 
proclamation, the affirmative vote-in Alaska 
on the conditions set in the statehood bill, 
the primary and general election this fall— 
all these are certain to be achieved quickly. 

By the first of next year or soon there- 
after, Alaskans should be full-fledged citizens 
with voting representatives in Washington, a 
Governor of their own choosing and the right 
to take part in presidential elections. 


The vote in the Senate was so overwhelm- 
ing that it may well be wondered why previ- 
ous statehood bills died in congressional 
pigeonholes session after session. The final 
roll call showed a surprising 64 to 20 for ad- 
mission for Seward’s 1867 “folly.” Counting 
Senators paired and announced, the division 
was 71 to 22. 

A group of Democrats, headed by Senator 
Jackson of Washington, led most skillfully 
the fight for admission. They turned back 
all delaying maneuvers and kept the bill un- 
amended so it would not have to go back to 
the House where it won approval, 208 to 166, 
five weeks ago. In the end the Republican 
side provided two more. favorable votes than 
the Democratic side in the Senate, and not 
quite as many negative votes. 


In the House it was the other way around, 
There the stronger support came from the 
Democrats. So it was a bipartisan victory 
‘which redeemed long languishing platform 
pledges of both parties. 

Many important consequences will begin to 
flow almost at once from this historic step. In 
the first place, it brings the American fron- 
tier back into the Union, and that in turn 
is sure to arouse a new gpirit of individual 
adventure. Many young Americans will now 
join in developing a new state who would not 
cast their lot with a disadvahtaged territory. 

The world will seein the admission of 


Alaska evidence that we Americans mean 
what we say when we talk about developing 
backward areas and encouraging peoples to 
govern themselves. They can and will inter- 
pret it as a testimonial of confidence in the 
future. 


No one knows yet the full extent of what is 
involved in the way of natural resources— 


oil; timber, gold, silver, iron, copper, tin, coal, 


platinum, mercury, salmon and furs. All that 

is known now is that the potential is ve 

great and that in some categories the devel- 

opment is already large. Statehood will spur 

far greater extracting and industrial activity, 
. 7 . 


The geographical extent of Alaska is little 
realized. Place Alaska on the United States 
and the part nearest Seattle would be at Jack 
sonville, Fla., the northernmost point at the 
Canadian-Minnesota boundary, the start of the 
Aleutians at El Paso, Tex., and Attu nearly 
half way between Los Angeles and San’ Fran- 
cisco. The land afea is a fifth the size of the 
present United States and twice as big as 
Texas. 

There are problems that go with statehood 
for this vast and sparsely populated territory, 
but there is also much value in their chal- 
lenge. The territory of an American state 
will be but a few miles from the Soviet Union, 
across the narrow Bering Strait which freezes 
over in winter so that Eskimos can walk from 
shore to shore. It is part of the top of the 
world, our first line of defense to the 
northwest. 

. > . 

With less than a quarter of million popula- 
tion, Alaska’s forthcoming Senators will di- 
lute still further the voting strength of Sena- 
tors from New York, Pennsylvania, Illinoig, 
California and other populous states. But 
this is a basic principle of the. Constitution 
and Alaska can do much to overcome the con- 
cern by electing outstanding men to Congress, 

Completion of legislative action on state- 
hood should not be taken as a signal for an- 
other “gold rush.” It would be most un- 
fortunate if Alaska were now to be flooded 
with prospective residents with little knowl- 
edge of working conditions and living costs. 
Far better it will be for Alaska to grow in 
population as it develops economically. 

These are matters that will require thought- 
ful study as the Union. prepares to take Alaska 
in and as Alaska makes itself ready to come in, 

For now a rousing welcome, all the heartier 
because it has been on the way so long!

It is true that Batista’s army was equipped 
with American arms before the revolt began, 
and -thée rebels have been denied support, 
Moreover, normal commercial relations un- 
doubtedly help the Cuban government. But 
kidnapings certainly cannot compel a change 
in the United States policy, and the United 
States can do’nothing to help Castro’s rebels 
without risking the kind of intervention whieh 
all Cubans would resent. 

Fidel Castro's argument is not with the 
To win his 
revolt, he does not need the attention of 
North Americans, but the active support of 
Cubans. The kidnapings will not heip bis 
cause in either place. 


Equalizing County Schools 


The St. Louis County Conference of Super- 
intendents and Boards of Education now 
agrees that inequities in educational oppor- 
tunities in the county exist. What is more, 
the Conference has agreed generally on one 
method of eliminating them. 

Because of the uneven distribution of tax- 
able wealth within the county, two or three 
of the county's 29 districts are plentifully 
supplied with tax revenue. They can spend 
almost as much on each of their public school 
pupils as do the better private schools. Sev- 
eral other districts, on the other hand, are 
so badly off that they cannot provide reason- 
ably acceptable programs. Most of the dis- 
tricts would gain from some kind of equali- 
zation plan. . 

One method of, equalizing opportunities 
would be to consolidate the 29 districts into 
five or six or more. This can be done by a 


‘vote of the people of St. Louis county on .the 


motion of the County Board of Education, 
A five-district plan has been presented to it, 
but the plan has drawn opposition from one 
or two districts and the County Conference of 
Superintendents has ignored it. 

Instead, the Superintendents recommend 
the levying of a county-wide school tax to 
support a basic educational program in each 
district; the districts would be free to levy 
an additional tax of their own if they wished 
to provide above-average opportunities. 

The county-wide tax plan, which was also 
recommended by the Metropolitan Survey, 
does not solve the problem of financing new 
school buildings. As of the close of school 
last year, 10 of the 29 districts were bonded 
practically to capacity. An effective consolida- 
tion plan would provide bonding power to 
meet virtually all building needs. 

Nor does the county tax plan help in an- 
other basic problem area: the need to cre- 
ate districts large enough to justify a com- 
plete. educational program, including voca- 
tional facilities. Although the optimum dis- 
trict size is a matter of debate, there seems 
to be no question that.some county districts 


are too small to provide complete, programs: 


economically. | 
Whatever the method of improving county 
school financing, there is no doubt about the 
need for improvement. Those who oppose 
consolidation but favor an equalization tax 


have an obligation to work for the tax as hard 
as they work against consolidation. Other- 
wise the result may be simply standing still 
on what is probably St. Louis county’s No. 1 
problem of local government. 


The Wise Men in Geneva 


Judged only by. the surface event, the be- 
ginning of the technical talks on nuclear test- 
ting jn Geneva could not have been more aus- 
picious, The stientific leaders of both the 
Russian and the Western delegations pre- 
dicted success for the talks. Dr, James B. 
Fisk of the United States spoke of their “his- 
toric mission.”” Y. K. Fedorov of the Soviet 
Union made a fine statement about scientists 
awakening to their néw responsibilities and 
seeking “a common language for the task 
facing us.” 

In these words one could almost catch the 
vision of a world at last brought to its senses 
and delégating to its wise men, without re- 
spect to national interest, the work of dis- 
mantling the time bomb that could destroy 
civilization, The vision, unfortunately, does 
not quite stay in focus. The scientists at 
Geneva have no such broad mandate, but 
rather a narrowly limited one to explore the 
technical aspects of a purely hypothetical ban 
on nuclear tests. And behind thems on both 
sides; loom the shadows of their governments, 
each in the grip of national interest, national 
fears, national aspirations. 

Nor ean it be forgotten that less than a 
week ago every capital*in the world supposed 
that the technical talks were dead. The Soviet 
Government had denaunced the West's refusal 
to be committed to a test suspension before- 
hand, and had declared that it could not send 
its experts to Geneva because “it does not 
wish to be an accomplice in the deception of 
peoples.” The West pretended it had not 
heard, and sent its own experts anyway, And 
presently the Soviet scientists turned up, too. 

The Soviet switeh can only be attributed 
to the chronic fluidity of Kremlin policy, and 
to a probable close conflict within the Krem- 
lin which causes first-one viewpoint and then 
another to be presented to the outside world. 
Last week, perhaps, the “A”*team, opposing 
negotiation with the West, won a sufficient 


victory to throw a monkey wrench into the. 


Geneva conference; this week the “B” team 
has recovered sufficiently to let the confer- 
ence proceed. 

In any cage the prospects are not nearly so 
bright when the conference is viewed in the 
round as when only its facade is examined. 
And yet men everywhere hope that something 
of the vision they cherish will.come through— 
that the scientists will somehow triumph over 
the governments, and not only find a way to 
inspect a test ban, but -persuade their politi- 
cal superiors that tests should be halted. This 
is the way of wisdom. Everybody knows it. 


Cut Out the F ireworks

pose of this law, which applies this Fourth of 
July for the first time, is both simple and 
commendable. It is to keep children from 
being maimed for life through thoughtless 
and careless discharge of dangerous fire- 
works. It is to prevent such hoodlum incidents 
as the tossing of firecrackers on innocent pas- 
sersby. The St. Louis anti-fireworks ordinance 


has virtually eliminated fireworks injuries . 


within the city. The state law together with 
existing county and municipal ordinances 
can do as much for St. Louis county. It is up 
to the authorities to see that all are enforced.

It was July 2, 1776, that ought to 
be “commemorated as the Day of 
Deliverance,” John Adams _ wrote 
from Philadelphia to his good wife 
Abigail back at Braintree, Mass. For 
it was on July 2 that the Second 
Continental, Congress voted for in- 
dependence. 
on July 4 was to adopt a statement 
explaining and defending its July 2 
vote. 

On the preceding June 7 Richard

SENATE PASSES 


BILL 10 MAKE 


SBA PERMANENT 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP) 
—The Senate passed by voice 
vote yesterday a bill to make 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion a permanent agency, as 
recommended by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 

The Administration victory 
was scored on a 55-to-26 roll 
call adopting an améndment 
offered by Senator Edward J. 
Thye (Rep.), Minnesota, kngck- 
ing out a three-year limitation 
on the SBA extension. 

The action came on a bill 
passed by the House last year 
to make the SBA a permanent 
agency and to increase its 
funds for loans to small busi- 
nesses. The Senate Banking 
Committee had revised the bill 
to limit the extension. SBA’s 
life is now scheduled to expire 
July 30.. 

The measure now will go to 

Senate- House conference 
adjustment of 
differences. Both the Senate 
and the ‘House versions of the 
legislation would authorize an 
increase in funds available to 
the SBA for business loans 
from $305,000,000 to $500,- 
000,000. The agency’s disaster 
loan authorization would be 
continued at $125,000,000, while 
funds to assist small business 
in handling contracts would be 
reduced from $100,000,000 to 
$25,000,000.

RED CHINA CURBS

LONDON, July 2 (AP)— 
Britain disclosed today that 
Red China has placed new re- 
strictions on diplomats in Pei- 
ping and has arrested a num- 
ber of Chinese servants. work- 
ing for foreign ‘diplomatic mis- 
sions.

Medical Mailbag 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Perhaps you can help me 
with my problem. Briefly as I can tell you it’s this. What 
sort of a doctor should one «go to when one wants a 
thorough, and | do mean thorough, physical checkup? 


The medical profession has gone to a great deal of 
trouble trying to educate the public to the fact that peo- 
ple over 35 should not neglect a complete physical at least 
once a year. Yet, when I visit my family physician and ask 
fer one, I have my heart, lungs and blood pressure tested 
—and find myself outside on the street 10 or 15 minutes 
later wondering why I bothered. And when I go to a 
gynecologist I receive an internal examination and he 
doesn’t seem to be interested in anything else. 


ANSWER: It would be fair to ask your doctor to give 
you an hour of his time at least once a year for a com- 
plete physical. If he says he hasn’t the time—or isn’t 
especially interested in preventive medicine—then I would 
seek out a reputable internist. Preventive medicine being 
a major part of their daily work, such a man would prob- 
ably set aside sufficient time for an unhurried history 
and physical workup.

had to consult a doctor for pains due to arthritis. He 

' advised eight aspirins a day. During this time she experi- 

enced weight loss. When she stopped the aspirin she re-

He 
didn’t know whether the people 
he worked for would approve. 
And he certainly didn’t know 
where he was going to get the 
money. 

So he offered five million. 


At 4 a.m. one March day 
they compromised at just over 
seven million, sat down at a 
card table and signed the pa- 
pers that transferred the vast 
territory of Alaska from Russia 
to the United States. 

Now, some 91 years later, 
Alaska is about to become the 
forty-ninth state. 


It must make the men in the 
Kremlin very unhappy. 


For $7,200,000 the United 
States purchased 375,000,000 
acres of land—at a price of 
less than two cents an acre. It 
acquired billions of feet of 
timber; streams choked with 
fish; fabulously rich veins of 
gold, copper, silver and lead; 
thousands upon thousands of 
fur-bearing animals. 


A Wargain? Certainly, one 
of history's greatest. But no 
one knew it then. 


It was more than just a 
physical acquisition of land. It 
was an assumption of; power 
that consolidated the dominant 
United States position on the 
Pacific slope. And it was a 
surrender of power that saw 
Russia abandon her strategic 
foothold in America and—for 
years to come—isolate herself 
from the Western world. 


William H. Seward, Secre- 
tary of State who negotiated 
the deal for the United States, 
had no idea what a buy he had 
made. Baron Edward de 
Stoeckl, Russian minister in 
Washington, figured he had 
come out of the deal lucky. 


Seward and de _  Stoeckl 
signed their agreement in 
Washington on March 31, 1867. 
Half a year later, on Oct. 18, 
a dream of empire died in the 
misty rain that swept across 
Sitka, Alaska. 


Capt. Alexei Pestchourov, 
commissioner of the Czar, 
barked an order. The double 
eagle emblem of Imperial Rus- 
sia moved slowly down the 
flagpole, then caught in the 
halyards. A Russian ensign 
scrambled up the pole, tore 
the flag loose, and hurled it 
down on the upturned faces of 
the Czar’s soldiers. 


Thus—on this final note of 
frustration—ended the Russian 
occupation ef)North America. 


Capt. Pestchourov saluted 
his American counterpart and 
said, “By authority from his 
Majesty, Emperor of all the 
Russians, I transfer to the 
United States the territory of 
Alaska.” 


There were ghosts of Rus- 
sia’s past in Sitka that day: 


The ghost of Nikolai Rez- 
anov, who schemed and 
dreamed of a Russian city on 
San Francisco Bay. 

Of Alexander Baranov, who 
planned a series of Russian 
trading posts down the Pacific 
coast, supplied from Russian 
plantations in the Hawaiian 
Islands, 


Of Baranov’s faithful lieu- 
tenant, Ivan Kuskov, who built 
Ft, Rossiya (now Ft. Ross) and 
established a Russian colony 
just 50 miles north of San 
Francisco. 

These men were empire 
builders denied their tools, 
architects of expansion whose

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You'll Have to Move Over, Tex

TEXAS will have to move 


over. 
It’s only, half as big as 
Alaska. The 586,400 square 


miles of spectacular scenery 
that make up Alaska repre- 
sent territory one-fifth the 
size of continental United 
States. 

Americans didn’t always 
regard Alaska as highly as 
they do now. When Secre- 
tary of State William H. 
Seward paid Russia $7,200,- 
000 for Alaska 92 years ago, 
people called it “Seward’s 
Folly.” But $7,200,000 
wouldn't have paid for the 
soft coal that was mined in 
Alaska last year. 

And as for tall tales—vwell, 
there are 300 bound volumes 
of personal experiences of 
the gold rush days aione. 

The remarkable thing about 
Alaska is that it is still pio- 
neer country in many re- 
spects. Bear, mountain sheep, 
caribou, and moose still 
roam. Transportation over- 
land is so precarious that the 
airplane is the main link of 
scattered small outposts. 
The name Alaska is a cor- 
ruption of a native word 
meaning “The Great Coun- 
try.” But the phrase that re- 


curs in travel folder and 
book is “America’s Last 
Frontier.” 


“Seward’s Folly” or “Se- 
ward's Icebox” lingered as 
derisive terms even after 
Alaska developed fortunes in 
gold and fish. The Army had 
charge of the territory for a 
decade: then the Navy took 
over. Hudson’s Bay Co. 
men explored the Yukon. 
Late in the century, Alaska 
was given a governor; in 
1906 it got a representative 
in Congress—but it had no 
local government until 1912. 

Gold was discovered in 
the Juneau region in 1880. 
But it was George Washing- 
ton Carmack who put Alas- 
ka on the world map with a 
bang by a peculiar twist— 
he wandered across the east- 
ern Alaskan border into 
Canada’s Yukon Territory. 

Carmack, a prospector, 


fisherman, and fur trader, 
married an Indian girl and 
“went siwash,” living with 
the tribe. One day late in 
July 1896 he and his wife's 
two brothers, Skookum Jim 
and Tagish Charley, struck 
it rich on Rabbit creek, 
which flowed into the Ca- 
nadian Klondike river. 


“The Klondike strike” was 
what loosed a flood of gold 
seekers all over Alaska and 
brought on the wild, law- 
less, flavorful days. But it 
didn’t hit front pages around 
the globe until the next year. 
It reached the United States 
in June, 1897. 


Within a month, thousands 
were under way. Most of 
them went through Alaska. 
The weak perished. The 
hardships of the trail left 
the dead to be eaten by their 
dogs. Many going up the 
Yukon river in Alaska were 
caught by winter ice. They 
had to be rescued. 


With some 60,000 headed 
north, famine threatened in 
the gold regions. Supplies 
were commandeered and ra- 
tioned. Thousands found 
nothing on the Klondike. 
They drifted back down. 
Alaskan streams and struck 
it there. There was a big 
strike at Nome, the fabled 
town where, after 1899, they 
gathered gold on the beach- 
es. 


They struck it in the Tan- 
ana valley and at Fairbanks 
in 1902. 

The miners and prospec- 
tors—sourdoughs  all—took 
over Alaska. It was the era 
of rough and tough camps, 
fly by night operations, faces 
on barroom floors, ladies 
known as shady. It was the 
era of Jack London, Rex 
Beach, romantic and lawless, 
although there was a crim- 
inal code applied in 1899. 

The term sourdough de- 
notes an old-timer in Alaska 
today. It come from the 
prospectors’ usage of flour 
and water fermented with- 
out yeast to make bread and 
flapjacks. A  sourdough’'s 
opposite number is chee- 
chako, a term from chinook 
meaning “new arrival.”

Here was a chance for Reza- 
nov to further Russia's expan- 
sion by peaceful means. 

Rezanov asked De Arguello 
for his daughter's hand. The 
commandant was flattered, but 
he was hesitant, too. Rezanov 
belonged to the Greek Ortho- 
dox church. There was no 
chance he would embrace the 
faith of Rome. To do so would 
cost him his career, possibly 
his life. 

Finally, a compromise was 
reached: 

Rezanov would take his ship- 
load of supplies back to Sitka. 
Then he would go to St. Peters- 
burg and lay before the Czar a 
plan for a treaty with Spain.

The 
Russians would have had a 
solid foundation in Califor- 
nia, an excellent base for 
further expansion—either by 
negotiation or armed might. 


But, in crossing Siberia, 
Rezanov fell from his horse. A 
hoof struck him on the head. 
In a few days he was dead. 

Even before the news of Rez- 
anov’s death drifted back to 
Alaska, Baranov had another 
plan in motion to colonize the 
rich lands to the south. 


In 1808 he sent two ships to 
survey the coast from Wash- 
ington to California. One, 
commanded by Ivan Kuskov, 
sailed into Bodega Bay, about 
40 miles north of San Fran- 
cisco. He liked what he saw— 
no Europeans, and land es- 
pecially suitable for agricul- 
ture. 

Two years later Kuskov 
again dropped anchor in Bo- 
dega Bay. This time he had 
95 Russian colonists, a fleet of 
40 skin boats manned by 80 
Aleuts, and all the equipment 
and tools necessary to found 
a permanent colony.

Russia began its move to the 


born sea captain in the Russian 
navy, charted the northern 
coast of Siberia, passed through 
the straits that now bear his 
name, and established that 
Asia and America were two 
separate continents. 

In 1784, eight years after 
the American colonies declared 
their independence, Gregor 
Shelikov and his wife Natalya 
dropped anchor in Three 
Saints’ Bay on Kodiak Island 
and established the first Rus- 
sian colony in North America. 

Fifteen years later Grand 
Duke Paul granted a royal 
charter to the Russian-Ameri- 
can Co., giving it title to Alas- 
ka and the Aleutians. The com- 
pany was also given full rights 
to fortify towns, use ships, de- 
clare war, hold commercial in- 
tercourse, and make treaties at 
its own discretion. 

Shelikov, whose dream it 
was to establish a sprawling 
Russian dominion in the New 
World, had died in the mean- 
time. Alexander Andreevich 
Baranov was named head of 
the company.

Russian Challenge 


NEW YORK, July 2. 


ANYONE who has heard William Benton talk about his 
trip to Russia in 1955 will be glad to see that much of what 
he has been saying is gathered into a book called “This Is 
the Challenge.” 


To me this book, if you have not been in Rus- 
sia and seen the challenge for yourself, is “must” 
reading, for former Senator Benton sounded a 
warning before any of the rest of us had a chance 
to do so. It is a warning that all of us should con- 
stantly have in mind, for he believes that the Rus- 
sian crash program in education is quite as im- 
portant as sputniks or missiles and may have much 
more of an effect on deciding the world’s situation. 


He tells accurately what is happending in Russia, but 
he does more than that. He offers a program which he 
feels we should follow, and since there are not many peo- 
ple prepared to tell us what we should do here, I think thig 
advice may well have a stimulating effect on both our edu- 
eators and our politicians. They perhaps teed to realize 
one basic fact, namely, that many years ago we had a great 
respect for education but that over the years we have be- 
come so accustomed to the opportunity for everyone to re- 
ceive education that many of us do not consider it a privi- 
lege or something to be prized and much desired. 

If books like this one can stimulate a return to respect 
for learning, I think a change in the attitude of the United 
States towards intellectual accomplishment will be a great 
advantage in meeting the challenge of winning to our side 
the uncommitted nations of the world. 


The objectives of the United States in educa- 
tion afe, of course, quite different from those of 
the Codenmunists, but we must review our objec- 
tives and take a good look at what we desire to ac- 
complish, namely, the development of an electorate 
able to understand the problems on which it votes, 
to form judgments, to think creatively and intel- 
ligently. 

This book comes at a time of the greatest value to 
stimulate American thinking. I hope it will mean a thor- 
ough study of our schools and a willingness on the part of 
the American people to pay a greater amount for support 
of their school system in the hope that within a period of 
10 years some of the intake in our prisons and mental hos- 
wtiale can.

They do 
this for two reasons. She’s so 
gracious and well-mannered. 
And then she really is a prin- 
cess 


She’s the grandda of 
the king of “The King and I.” 

Mrs. Rudi VoraVan, as this 
Government worker prefers to 
be known and Rudi” 
as most everyone calls her, 
never met the Siamese ruler 
whose portrayal by Yul Bryn- 
ner on the stage and in the 
movies made him a memorable 
figure to the American public. 


Princess Rudi’s father was 
only 7 years old when the king 
died, a death which in “The 
King and I,” done in a touch- 
ing and climactic scene, helped 
win the movie the Academy 
Award. 


But she’s seen pictures of 
her famous grandfather in the 
family album. And she says 
that actually he was smaller, 
dumpier and not nearly as 
strikingly virile physically as 
Brynner made him out to be. 
He was, says the princess — 
something the movie. and 
Broadway play failed to bring 
out—a as well as a king. 
He was a king who, as the 
Rodgers and Hammerstein mu- 
sical indicated, tried, despite 
his somewhat barbaric back- 
ground and primitive instincts, 
to bring enlightenment to his 
people, thanks in considerable 
measure to Anna, the English 
school teacher. 


Princess Rudi, who is the sis- 
ter of Prince Wan, who served 
as president of the United Na- 
tions General Assembly, saw 
both the stage and movie ver- 
sions of “The King and I.” 
While she thinks it had some 
exaggerated touches which 
made her grandfather look a 
little foolish, such as the scene 
where Anna had to keep bow- 
ing lower and lower to the 
monarch in order not to be 
above him, she realizes that, 
by and large, “The King and I” 
was intended as a sympathetic 
and appealing portrait. Never- 
theless, it is with some misgiv- 
ings that she and others from 
Thailand, as Siam is now 
called, went to see “The King 
and I.” Thailanders, although 
their country is now a constitu- 
tional monarchy, still regard 
their kings as almost deities. 
It does not set well with them 
that he should be scrutinized 
so searchingly in public. 

The princess has recently 
written a book, “A Treasured 
One.” a biographical story 
which some think is a sort of 
sequel to “The King and I.” 

She hopes her book sells 
well. She could use the money. 
Her father was a wealthy and 
popular prince. He wrote plays 
and introduced the first trolley 
in Bangkok. Princess Rudi 
grew up in plush surroundings. 

Today; like many another 
Government worker, she has to 
budget herself. And, with two 
teen-age daughters to look 
after, sometimes the princess 
finds herself having to draw in 
the belt quite a bit.

She was correct. She fell in 
love with this country and the 
people at first sight. When her 
husband’s two-year tour of duty

Thailand. And after she re- 
turned she just couldn't seem 
to adjust herself. Finally, she 
took her two daughters and 
came back to America. Her 
husband did not make the trip 
with her. The ways of Thai- 
land suited him.

For some six years now, 
Princess Rudi has been a Gov- 
ernment worker in Washington 
entirely dependent on what she 
earns.

Uncle Ray’s Column 
The Huge Sequoia Trees 


By Ramon Coffman 


AMONG 
United States, a 
high place should be voted to 
the sequoia (pronounced ‘ 
KWOY-uh” trees. These huge 
trees are found only in Cali- 
fornia, and in a coastal section | 
of Oregon, 


There are two kinds of se- 
quoias. One grows on the 
slopes of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, and goes under 
three names—giant sequoia, 
big tree and Sierra redwood. 
The other kind usually is spok- 
en of as the redwood or the 
coastal redwood. 

The giant sequoia has been 
described as the “grandest. 

. most majestic of trees.” 
known as 
the General Sherman, has a 
trunk about 18 feet thick at a 
point 15 feet above the 
ground. 


The General Sherman tree 
is 272 feet tall. It has about 
the same height as a 27-story 
office building. 

The giant sequoias are less 
tall than the coastal redwoods, 
but this statement can be made 


about them: They are the tall- | 
est trees on mountains any- 


where in the world. They grow 
in locations from four fifths 
of a mile to a mile and a half 
above sea level. 


There are about 50 groves

The first grove 
to become known was dis- 
covered 105 years ago by «a 
hunter, and received the name 
of Calaveras Grove.
